Your Superintendent feels that in the year just passed we have 
much to feel satisfied with in our school work. Never in all my 
| experience as Superintendent has the work as a whole been as 
satisfactory as in the past year. I am well aware that one or two. 
‘mistakes have been made in the selection of teachers, yet upon 
the whole we have been very fortunate in securing good and ex- 


perienced teachers for all our schools, and, with one or two excep- 
tions, each term’s work has shown a fair amount of improvement. 
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Tam also very glad to, note that the visiting of our schools by 
parents and friends is upon the i increase. Now this is as it should 
be and I earnestly hope that the good work will go on until all 
will take an active interest in our school work and thereby lend 
encouragement to pupils, teachers and school, officers to do their 
best. 


No doubt you will note that our transportation bill is much | 


smaller than in former years. This is due in part to the new 
school-house built in the Martin district. But we still have some 
cases where it has been thought advisable to furnish a small 
amount of transportation. In most cases as the pupils get older 
transportation may be stopped entirely. I am of the opinion that 
transportation should not be paid only where the distance and the 
age of the pupils actually demand it; and then should be discon- 
tinued as soon as the age of the pupils will warrant it. 

Your school officers were in hopes that with our increased ap- 
propriation we would be able to get 80 weeks of school this year. 
But with the increase in teachers’ wages and all the other items 
which go to make up the school expense account, we were obliged 
to shorten our winter terms 1 week, thereby giving us but 29 
weeks for the year. 

The great question which seems to Be coming up for school 
officers to study and answer is this: Where are we to get teach- 
ers? Now, as most of us know, until within about I5 years, 
teaching was about the only occupation which was open to 
women, and up to that time school ojiicers could make their own 
choice. ‘l’o day the condition is quite different. There is hardly 


an occupation or profession which may not. be open to women.. 


And of all these, teaching offers the least attraction and the 
poorest pay. In consequence of this, it is a fact, which all school 
superintendents will bear testimony to, for the last few years 
the question has not been, “Where shall we find good teachers?” 
but, “Where shall we find any teachers? Now, I see no chance 
for any improyement in this line, but am of the opinion that each 
succeeding year will find it more dificult to secure good teachers 
for our country, schools. 

Now this fact appeals to me in this way. If we would expect 
to get our share of the best teachers, we must appropriate money 
sufficient to. pay teachers as good wages as they can secure. in 
other towns and also to give them as many weeks of school 
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Otherwise the adjoining towns will’ get the pick of the teachers 
and we will be obliged to take what are not wanted. by our 
neighbors, and, our schools must. suffer from such a course. Now 
then, the only remedy I can see, is, let each voter who has chil- 
dren to educate, see to it that money enough is appropriated for 
our schools to secure not less than 28 weeks of ‘school. Some 
‘ will'say we can’t afford to spend so much money for schools.. 
I say we can’t afford to spend any less money than we have in 
the year just passed. Now, again, I say, if we must curtail ex- 
pense, let it be in anything else, but don’t vote to cut down our 
school appropriation for it means'much to us in the country 
towns.
